From the Leiden Gazetre, dared “Jane 12. 
Ausburg, June 4. We have Advice, that 14000 
Men of the Troops of the Empire and Mocena, are 
come before Ferrara, with Defign ‘tis {uppcs'd to 
form the Siege of thar Place ; and that the Cardinal 
Legate is reuir’d into the Caftie, We bave alfo Ad- 
vice, that the Queen of Spain has bad grear Ho- 
nours paid heron the Pronnier of the State of Ver ice, 
on the Part of that Republick : Thar on thy 26h 
of May her Catholick Majetty arriv’d at Brescia ; 
and thar fhe propos’d to be ac Milan the gift. The 
Imperial Regiments of Palfi and Vuiconri, which 
are return’d from Italy, pafs’d the Benube at Don- 
nawert fome Da;s ago, as did alio the Paiatiac 
Troops which Winter'd in the Rics ; and proceeded 
on their March to make the Campaign on the Mo- 
felle, 
From the Harl. and Amft. Cour, &c. dated June.t2. 
Milan, May 29. The Queen of Spain, whorn 
her Paflage though the Terriicrics of Venice. was 
treated asa Queen on the Pari of that Republick, 
is expected here to Morrow or next Day: She will 
come incognito ; and into or 12 Days will make. 
her publick Entry at the Roman Gate, for which 
Entry fit Preparations ate making. The Deputies, 
who went to Brefcia to compliment her Majefty, in 
the Name of this Ciry, are returnn’d. The Duke 
of Parma, who alfo came thither ro compliment 
her, is gone back to his Refidence. The Duke, of 
Modena and the Prince of Tufcany, have compli- 
mented her at Dezenzano. ‘Tis faid the Duke of 
Savoy has refolv’d to caufe ber to be complimented 
on his Part by the Marquis de Tana. The Pruffian 
Troops, which Winter’d in the Dutchy of Piacenza, 
are with othes Regiments on the March for Pie- 
mont ; where great Magazines are provided,and other 
Difpofitions made for beginning the military Ope- 
rations on that Side in a little Time. General Vif 
conti is not to command this Campaign in Piemon« ; 
having receiv'd Orders from the Emperour to ferve 


elfewhere. Turin, 
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Turin, May 26. Yefterday General Schulem- 
Bourg fer out from hence to take on him the Com- 
mand of the Troops in the Valley of Aofte. Other 
General Officers will alfo be going in a few Days to 
Suza ; whither Scores of Forrage and Provifions are 
fending continually. The 20 Field-Picces were 
fent {rom lence to the Camp at Buzzolino. His 
Royal Heghnels's Cavalry will not draw out of their 
Quarrers ull che Cavalry of che Allies arrive in this 
Country. The 24th arriv’d here Baron Friefheim 
the Durch General, lately come by Sea from Bar- 
celona: Hz has left the Command of the Troops 
which the Scates General have in Catalonia, to Ma- 
jor General Belcaftel, who arriv’d the ad Inftant at 
Barcelona and had then a Rhematifm. When Ge- 
neral Priefheim came away, the Enemy had begun 
to affemble their Troops near Lerida and in Rouilil- 
lon: And the Forces of the Allies were to take the 
Field tbe 14th Inftant ; good Garrifons being put in- 
to the moit expos'd Places, with all things neceffary 
for a vigorous Defence. Brigadier Wieler, who 
commanded a Regiment of Palatine Horfe, and was 
to bave gone over to Spain, died fuddenly fome 
Days ago: His Regiment is given to Baron Speeck. 

Hanover, June 5. This Morning the Prince E- 
Jectoral’s Baggage fet out for the Army of the Allies 
jn the Netherlands ; and within 8 Days the Prince 
bimfelf will follow.
